VI PREFACE. 

r 

themselTes unto Godliness/ have felt the necessity 
and benefit of some kind of Meditation ; it is 
sometimes called 'Mental Prayer/ and as such 
is perhaps the highest kind of Prayer, or 
Communing with God. For it has been well 
said by an old writer, 'True beseeching does 
not lie in the accents of the lips, but in the 
thoughts of the heart, for it is not our words but 
our desires which make the strongest accents in 
the deepest ears of God.' S. Greg. Moralia, 
lib. xxii. 43. 

Again, if almost all agree as to the need of 
Meditation, so many agree as to the general Rules 
under which Meditation may be most beneficially 
practised. 

I. Thb Preparation. — ^That is, the endeavour 
to realize, as best we may, the Presence of 
God, either by the general consideration that 
'in Him we live, and move, and have our 
being,' or by the thought of His omniscience 
and discernment even of 'the thoughts and 
intents of the Heart,' or remembering tlie 
special Presence of the Ascended Saviour to S. 
Stephen, or in any other way bringing ourselves 
to the Truth that ' Thou God seeat m.' 

\L The Imvocation. — ^r. e. Some few words of 
Prayer for God's Help, remembering that 
'we are not sufficient of ourselves, to think 
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anything as of ourselyes, but our sufficiency is 
of God ;' we should therefore ask His aid as 
follows :— 

' Make me a clean heart, GoDy and renew a 
right spirit within me.' 

' Cast me not away from Thy Presence, and 
take not Thy Holy Spirit from me/ 

^Open thou mine eyes, that I may see the 
wondrous things of Thy Law.' 

* Thy hands have made me and fashioned me ; 
O give me understanding, that I may learn 
Thy Commandments.' 

Or in other like words. 

in. Thb Proposition. — i. e. Consideration of 
the subject proposed for Meditation : with this 
we should deal in three ways. 

1. With our imagination, to try and realize the 
circumstances of the subject proposed, and 
make it vivid to our mind. 

2. With our understanding, to exercise our mind 
or intellect upon it, endeavouring to discover 
its depth, and draw out some valuably. Truth 
for our future possession. 

3. With our affections and will, to bring the 
Truth acquired to bear on our own heart and 
our daily life, seeing how practically we may 
apply it, and how we could conform to it. 
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Fdr the above, some such questions' as the 
following may be found useful, if employed with 
attention, one after the other. 

1. Who or what is this ? 

2. What about it I 

8. When is it, or was it I 

4. By what' means? 

5. In what manner ? 

6. Why! 

7. What lesson does it convey to me? 

8. How have I regarded it before t 

9. What should I now do ? 

rv. The Conclusion. — ^This consists — 

1. In giving thanks for the Truth God has 
given us. 

2^ In forming from the more general consider- 
ations some two or three definite Resolutions, 
to meet the needs of our own life, and some- 
times of each particular day. This exercise 
of the will in fixing the Resolution is a very 
important part in Meditation ; it saves us 
from that danger of going over the theory 
of virtue in our thoughts, and drawing fine 
pictures of it, which may only harden the 
mind, and fbrm !an habit of insensibility to 

: all moral considerations. 

3. A Prayer for grace and perseverance in 
carrying out the Resolutions made. 
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These are a few of the most usual Bules : a 
few more suggestions may be addecL 

1. As to the Time; — ^it should be, if possible, 
every day, unless sickness or some very urgent 
business hinders us f if possible, in the morning, 
if not, at some time which we can reckon upon 
with the greatest regularity. 

• 

2. The requisite Posture. Probably all persons 
would begin their Meditation on their knees, 
and many are able to continue kneeling all the 
time ; but it is well to be free with a reasonable 
liberty, and if we are really tired, or not 
strong, we may remember that the position 
of the body is not so essential ; that Moses 
appears to have sat after a while when praying 
on the mount above. Isaac went into the 
fields to meditate, and S. Paul probably did 
the same on his way to Assos; and Ezekiel 
lay on his side before the Lord ; we may then 
be free, if we are earnestly doing our best, 
and kneel or sit, or walk, or rest reclining, 
only being watchful against a listless ease, and 
remembering Who it was Who kneeled down 
and prayed ' falling down to the ground.' 

8. As to the selection of subjects ; — ^it must be 
left to each person's needs as they can best 
find out, or be guided by those who know 
them ; only it is generally thought well to have 
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th^ mliifect fisted bejbftk(md^ '^iiAi(Sif ovet night, 
or perhaps fixed for a definite season, as Advent, 
Lent, Easter, Ascension-tide: some persons 
prfefer Very formally arranged subjects, others 
moTQ general suggestions; but whatever is 
8($ttled upon, the one fie&t thing 13 to do itj 
and do it with a right intention.

O most sweet I^ord Jesus Christ, T, an 
unworthy sinner, call to Thy memory all the 
holy thoughts which from eternity hitherto 
Thou hast ever had, above all that one, 
whereby Thou, Eternal Word, thoughtest 
to become Man. O most merciful Lord, 
I pray from my heart of hearts that Thou 
in turn wilt pardon me all the vain, foul, 
and evil thoughts which, up to this time, 
I have entertained, or in any way caused 
others to entertain. O most piteous Lord 
Jesus Christ, I, miserable sinner, call to 
Thy memory all the good and health-giving 
words which Thou ever utteredst on earth. 
I pray Thee humbly, O good Jesu, forgive 
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me all the words which up to this time I 
have uttered against Thy will, or caused 
others to utter. O most sweet Jesus Christ, 
I, unworthy sinner, yet redeemed by Thy 
Precious Blood, call to Thy memory all the 
good works which, for our salvation, Thou 
wroughtest in the earth.

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Parish Priest j *or to some other discreet 
and leanied Minister of God's Word, and 
open your grief,' and * make a special Coti* 
fession of your sins,' that you * may receive 
the benefit of Absolution, together with 
ghostly counsel and advice, to the quieting 
of your conscience, and avoiding of aU 
scruple and doubtfulness.' — Book of Common 
Prayer — Communion^ and Visitation Offices. 

^ Such as shall be satisfied with a general 
Confession are not to be ofiended with them 
that do use, to their further satisfying, the 
auricular and secret Confession to the Priest;

Gracious Lord, so to eat the 
Flesh of Thy dear Son Jrsus Christ, 
and to drink His Blood, that our sinful 
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bodies may be made dean by His Body, 
and our souls washed through His most 
Precious Blood, and that we may evermore 
dwell in Him, and He in us.

On the night before Communion, add the following 
Prayer : — 

O Lord, our God, the Bread of Heaven, 
the Life of the world, I have sinned against 
Heaven, and before Thee, and am not worthy 
to partake of Thine immaculate mysteries ; 
but in Thy Divine tenderness do Thou 
vouchsafe me by Thy Grace to partake of 
Thy Holy Body and Precious Blood with- 
out condemnation, unto remission of sins and 
eternal life. Amen. 

In the morning, say : — 

O Lord Jesus, I come to Thee, I come 
trusting to no righteousness of my own ; I 
am blind, for I cannot see ffood things ; I 
am lame, for I cannot walk on the right 
road ; I am deaf, for I cannot hear Thy Holy 
Word aright; I am dumb, for I cannot speak 
of Thee as I ought; I am naked, for my own 
righteousnesses are but as rags, filthjr rags ; 
I am barren, for I bring forth a miserable 
Harvest of good fruits, and not as I ought to 
do. Here, then, I am, O Lord, this morn- 
ing ; I am going to Thy Holy Altar ; I con- 
fess that I shall kneel there blind, lame, 
deaf, dumb, naked, and barren ; yet, Lord, 
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I am going to Thee: I want eighty sound- 
nesSy hearing, voice; clothing, fruitfulness in 
well-doing; I want them, Lord, but only 
from Thee. I do not wish to be troubled 
because I have them not, for I would rather 
have them from Thee. Thus then I come, 
emptied quite, emptied of myself, emptied 
utterly, begging Thee to fill me, to fill me 
with Thine own Self; to wash my soiled 
robes in the Blood of Thy Sacrifice. I come 
to Thee in the Sacrament of Thy most 
blessed Body and Blood, as to the foot of 
Thy Cross. O Lord, as Thou didst suffer 
a poor penitent with unclean lips to kiss Thy 
feet at supper, and to stand all cleansed 
beside Thy Cross on Calvary ; so euflfer me, 
all trembling with my conscious guilt, to 
touch Thee through the Sacrament of Thine 
Atonement, lest I die. Amen.

thou listenest to it attentively, thou 
wilt be better diaposed to receive the 
Sacrament worthily. 

2nd. The Offering. 

i. The Offertory (1 Cor. xvi. 2.) 

is a privilege allowed to His creatures of 
giving alms to GoD for His Church 
and poor upon His Altar. 

Give cheerfully and plenteoiuly, and sav. 

Keep me, O Ood, from all idle and 
vain expenses, that I may always 
have to give to him that needeth ; 
and graciously accept these alms now 
offered to Thee, for j£8us Christ's 
sake. Amen. 

Then kneel down and meditate npon the Bounty of 
God. 

ii. The Oblations (Lev. xxiii. 10, 11.) 
of Bread and Wine are presented to 
God by His Priest. 

As he places them upon the Altar, say. 

Of Thine own do we offer to Thee, 
Lord, these Thy gifts to us, that 
they may be consecrated to be made 
the Body and Blood of Christ.

(v.) The Sanctus, which is the great 
Hymn of Praise in whi^^h Priest 
and people join with the 
Heavenly Choir in adoring the 
Ever-blessed Trinity.

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X. The Prayer of Humble Access (S. 
fjukey ix. 34.) 
brings us back to Supplication as the 
most fitting tone of mind before the 
great Act of Consecration.

vi» Spiritual Communion. 

Though we may not receive the Lord 
Sacramentally more than once a day, yet 
we may all receive Him Spiritually every 
hour, and every moment, unless through 
negligence, or some other fault of ours, He 
be withdrawn from us. 

And this Spiritual Communion will some- 
times be more fruitful, and dearer to God, 
than many Sacramental Communions, which 
ma^ fail to be so through the faults of th^ 
recipients. 

As often then as thou shalt dispose thyself 
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ftnd prepare for such Communion, thou wilt 
find the SoN of GoD ready, with His Own 
Hands, to give Himself to thee for thy 
spiritual Food. 

As a preparation, turn to Him with thy 
whole mind; and after a brief review of 
thy short-comings, mourn with Him over 
thine offences, and in all humility and 
faith beseech Him, that He would deign 
to Gome into thy poor soul with new grace, 
to heal it, and strengthen it against the 
enemy. 

Or when about to do violence to thyself^ 
or to mortify any one of thine appetites, or 
to do some act of virtue, do all with a view 
to make ready thy heart for the Lord, Who 
continually asks it of thee ; and then turning 
to Him, invite Him earnestly to come with 
His grace to heal thee, and deliver thee 
from thine enemies, that He Alone may 
possess thy heart. 

Or else, calling to mind thy last Sacra- 
mental Communion, say with a kindled 
heart, * When, O my Lord, shall I receive 
Thee again ? When f O when ! ' 

But if thou wouldest prepare thyself, and 
eommunicate Spiritually in a more fitting 
way, on the evening before direct all mor- 
tifications, acts of virtue, and every other 
good work, to this^end : to receive thy Lord 
Spiritually. 

And early in the morning, strive to kindle 
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in thy heart a great desire to receive Him; 
in order to please Him, by considering how 
great is the good and happiness of that 
soul, which worthily receives the most Holy 
Sacrament of the Altar; for in It lost 
virtues are regained, the soul returns to her 
first beauty^ and the fruits aiid merits of the 
Passion of the Son of God are communicated 
to her. Consider also how pleasing it is to 
God, that we receive this Sacrament, and 
have these blessings. 

When this desire is kindled within thee, 
turn to Him and say, ^ Since, Lord, I am 
not allowed to receive Thee Sacramentally 
this day, vouchsafe, O Power and Goodness 
Uncreate, to fomve ine all my faults, and 
to heal me that i may worthily receive Thee 
Spiritually now, every hour, and every day ; 
and grant me new grace and strength against 
all my enemies, and especially against that 
one upon* whom, for love of Thee, 1 am 
now making war.' 

In union. Dearest Lord, with the Faithful 
at every Aliar of Thy Church where Thy 
most Blessed Body and Blood anre being 
offered to the Father, I desire to offer 
Thee praise and thanksgiving, presenting to 
Thee my soul and body with the earnest 
desire to be always united to Thee. Come 
Spiritually to me, unable now to receive 
Thee Sacmmentally, and having entered 
into me^ abid^ with me, O Jesus.

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EULES OF LIFE. 

1. To say private Ptayets regulariy. [See 
page 1.] 

2. To say daily the Pmyer of the GuUd. 
[Se^e page 102.] 

3. Members to receive the Holy Com- 
munion regularly, making diligent prepara- 
tion for It, and special thanksgiving after It. 

4. Members to communicate with special 
Prayer for the Guild On 'a 
Day, or to send the reason of their absence 
to the President. 

5. Members and Probationers to read 
over the Eules of the Guild on the Eve of 

's Day ; and to examine 
themselves as to their observance of them 
during the past year. 

6. To attend, if possible. Morning and 
Eviening Service on all Sundays, and chief 
Holy-days, and to keep these Days holy. 

7. To observe the Fast Days of the 
Church. 

8. To be very reverent always in or near 
the Church, and to persuade others to be so 
too ; and in particular 

(1) To say a Prayer privately before 

and after Service. 

(2) To kneel throughout the Prayers. 

(3) To join heartily in the Kesponses. 
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9. Never to attend any Place of Worship 
in England which does not belong to the 
Church of Englatid. 

10. To say Grace (at least privately) 
before and after every meal. 

11. To avoid, as far as possible, all reading 
and pictures of an irreligious or immoral 
tendency, all unbecoming conversation, and 
bad companions ; and when obliged to have 
to do with such, to pray earnestly for others 
and for self. 

12. To undertake, with the sanction of 
the President, some definite and practical 
good work for the Church of Chbist in the 
District (or Parish) of 
by personal labour or almsgiving. 

13. To avoid extravagance m dress and 
manner. 

14. To attend, if possible, the Meetings 
and Classes, which wul be held regularly. 



* 0. g, — ^Promoting Holy Baptism and Confirmation, 
especially by acting as Sponsors — teaching in Sunday, 
day, or erening schools — visiting parents of their school- 
children, as well as the poor and the sick— helping to 
bury the dead — circulating the Holy Scriptures, Prayer 
Books, Hymn-Books, Tracts, &c. — ^guiding others in the 
obserrance of the Fasts and Festiyals of the Church-^ 
singing in the choir or among the congregation — acting 
as officers of the Church in maintaining order, promoting 
reverent conduct in Church, and in ^1 becoming ways 
furthering the due celebration of Divine Service — > 
helping by giving or collecting money to build or 
ornament their Church — promoting Home and Foreign 
Missions.
